Patter son
nre effective, of course, by reason of the
speed at which they are taken as much as,
if not more than, for anything else they con-
tain, but a topical song or a baliad, such as
Mr. Gilbert can write to perfection, in which
topsy-turvey philosophy or witty antithesia
i= to raise a laugh, should be sung at u pace
that permits perfect enuncintion; not a
word should be lost or Dlurred. Com-
posers and librettists do not have as
great a regard for this rule as they
should, and lots of ‘witty songs are rnined
by being set to music In quick time. It
pecms to me that Hopper's “elephant” song
would be far more effective if sung mneh
slower, and indeed toan air whieli would
as=sist the words toa greater extent than
Mr. Morse's music does.

The chief merits of “Wang” is its whole-
some comicality. Itis singulariy free from
wulgar or suggestive taint in plot, lines and
business. Mr. Hopper fits the title rols very
well, and his own peculiar style of comedy
is expressed fully in it, and with more re-
posa than usual. The other day Mr. Hopper
eaid to me: "Nothing wearles me more
than to be told I am rading my talents—
euch as they are—by playing sucha part as
Wang. If affording wholesome amusement
